One Palestinian was killed and 22 
wounded over the weekend in clash- 
es with troops in the Gaza Strip and 
West Bank, according to Palestinian 
and hospital reports.

A soldier was slightly wounded in 
Ramallah by a makeshift bomb 
thrown at a jeep. 

Farid Maghari. 16, died at Sheba 
Hospital in Tel Hashomer after be- 
ing shot in the head during aclash at 
the. Nuseirat refugee camp in the 
Gaza Strip. Palestinians said 50]- 
diers opened fire at pupils who pelt- 
ed them with stones. critically 
wounding Maraghi and injuring 
three other teenagers. Two more 
pupils. were wounded in protests 
which erupted after news of Mar- 
aghi's death reached the camp. 

In Ramallah, a soldier was slightly 
wounded by a makeshift bomb 
thrown at a jeep at Manara Square. 
Troops opened fire in the direction 
of the assailant, but no casualties 
were reported. Soldiers closed off 
and searched the area, and several 
suspects were .arrested, military 
sources said. Eyewitnesses said 
about 100 men were rounded up. 

The attack was the third in a week 
on army and civilian vehicles in cen- 
tral Ramallah.

U.S. decides 
not to issue 
Arafat a visa

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
yesterday rejected PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat's request for a 
visa that would permit him to 
address the UN General Assem- 
bly in New York City on Decem- 
ber 1, the State Department an- 
nounced. 

The request was turned down 
because “the U.S. government 
has convincing evidence that 
PLO elements have engaged in 
terrorism against Americans and 
others,” the department said in 
a statement, 

Jerusalem received the news of 
the decision with official satisfaction 
and a private sense of relief. 

Officials expressed hope that the 
U.S. decision would put at least a 
temporary stop to the PLO's suc- 
cessful diplomatic onslaught in the 
wake of this month's PNC declara- 
tion of an independent Palestinian 
State. 

The PLO leader planned to ad- 
dress the General Assembly at the 


Start of its annual debate on Pales- 
tine and had insisted that Washing- 
ton was obliged to grant him a visa 
under the terms of the U.N. Char- 
ter. 

A 1947 Headquarters Agreement 
requires the U.S. not to impede per- 
sons with legitimate business at the 
UN. 
The State Department contend- 
ed, however, that the U.S. condi- 
tioned its entry into the UN agree- 
ment “on the retention by the U.S. 
government of the authority to bar 
the entry of aliens associated with or 
invited by the UN, in order to safe- 
guard its own security."" Contending 
that Americans have been victims of 
PLO attacks, the State Department 
said: “Mr. Arafat, as chairman of 
the PLO, knows of, condones and 
lends support to such acts; he there- 
fore is an accessory to such 
terrorism.” 

Congress has stipulated that the 
U.S. has the right to bar entry to 
aliens to safeguard the nation's secu- 
rity, the department said. In this 
regard, U.S. law excludes members

Last week, Hussein, in anticipa- 
tion of Arafat's scheduled visit, pre- 
dicted warmer ties between Jordan 
and the PLO. “Our ties with the 
PLO are close... And we expect 
them now to become even closer,” 
he said in an interview with the BBC 
Arabic Service. Jordan is one of 
about 50 countries that have recog- 
nized the independent Palestinian 
state proclaimed by the PNC. 

“We hope to see soon an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state, set up on Pal- 
estinian soil,” Hussein said. “Then, 
if it ᾿ς our (PLO) brethren’s wish to 
have a confederation with Jordan, 
such a wish might be one of the goals 
that we could achieve at a fater 
stage.”

Jerusalem Post Ci lent 
VIENNA -- The inauguration of 
Austria's first memorial against fas- 
cism and war was attended on 
Thursday by nearly 1.000 people.

A local daily newspaper la- 
mented that the memorial makes no 
specific mention of the Nazis. 

The focal point of the monument, 
created by Alfred Hrdlicka, is a 
bronze sculpture depicting a Vien- 
nese Jew forced to kneel and scrub 
the streets after Austria was an- 
nexed by Nazi Germany in 1938. It 
is part of a walk-in memorial con- 
sisting of four huge pillars of gray 
granite from the quarry in the 
Mauthausen concentration camp in 
-Austria. 

Hrdlicka, a member of the Austri- 
an Communist Party until the inva- 
sion of Prague in August 1968, had 
been criticized by the CPP as being 
unsuited for creating such a monu- 
ment “as he is still a-Stalinist."” Hr- 
dlicka was a leading activist in the 
recent controversy over President 
Kurt Waldheim's wartime past. He

Both Mothopeng. 74. president of 
the outlawed Pan-Africanist Con- 
gress (PAC), and Gwala, 68, a vet- 
eran member of the African Nation- 
al Congress (ANC), have been 
seriousty ill. : 

Mothopeng was jailed for 15 years 
in 1977 for farthering the aims of a 

- banned organization. Gwala was 
jailed for life in 1977 for plotting to 
overthrow the government. 

The ANC and PAC are both wag- 
ing a guerrilla war against South Af- 
rica’s white-led government. 

The release will fuel speculation 
that Nelson Mandela, the jailed 
ANC leader who is recovering from 
tuberculosis in a Cape Town clinic, 
could be released soon. 

Mothopeng has been receiving 
treatment for an undisclosed illness. 
His wife Urbania said after visiting 
him this month in Johannesburg's 

. Diepkloof prison that he was barely 
able to talk. - - 

Gwala, 69, has spent more than 
20 years in prison and was serving a 
life sentence for his involvement 
with the ANC. 

He has been suffering from ἃ neu- 
rological disorder with no known 

* cure, his family and lawyers said. 


The illness has left his hands para- 
lyzed, but his mind is clear and he 
remains physically active, Ms. 
Gwala said in a telephone interview. 

He said the authorities had asked 
him for an undertaking to renounce 
violence, but he refused. “I am not a 
violent man,” he told reporters. 

The decision to free Gwala and 
Mothopeng is the latest in a series of 
moves by the government in the past 
week that appear aimed at reducing 
domestic and international’ pressure 
on South Africa:

BAGHDAD (Reuter) - Nearly 70 
sick or wounded prisoners of war 
flew home to Iran and Iraq yester- 
day in a second troubled swap of 
captives by the Gulf War foes. Few- 
er than half the originally scheduled 
number of POWs were returned. 

Baghdad said only 51 Iraqi POWs 
instead of 115 originally expected 
arrived in Baghdad on a plane char- 
tered by the International Council 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) on Thurs- 
day. 

ta response, Iraq cut from 41 to 
18 the number of Iranian POWs al- 
lowed to leave for Teheran aboard 
the same airliner. 

Tran said only 51 Iraqis were sent 
as two sought political asylum while 
the ICRC had decided 32 were no 
longer ill. It did not explain what 
happened to the 30 others originally 
scheduled to leave. 

Akram al-Witri, head of the Iraqi 
Foreign Ministry's legal depart- 


. ment, said Iraq demanded that the 


ICRC present written evidence ac- 
cording to the Geneva Convention. 


Under the agreement with the

In a statement so limp that Moscow dared not show it to 
domestic viewers, Gorbachev told a French television team 
covering the visit of President Mitterrand that what hap- 
pened last week in Kirovobad was ‘the natural outcome of 
people being allowed to express their opinion freely.” 

Gorbachev said he was inviting delegations from Azerbai- 
jan and Armenia to Moscow ‘to discuss a solution of their 
problems." But, apparently afraid of antangonising Azerbai- 
Jan and setting off other territorial claims, he made no 
mention of the Party Central Committee plenum that has 
long been promised on this and other nationality questions. 

Three Soviet soldiers and a number of civilians have died 
after Azeri mobs attacked Armenian homes. More than 160 
people were injured in the clashes, mostly in Kirovobad and 
villages in the Armenian border region.

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The threat is real 


THE ultra right-wing and ultra-Orthodox stal- 
warts of what could easily become Israel's new 
nationalist-religious coalition have given us a 
foretaste of the kind of government they have 
in mind. Apparently not content with the way 
the coalition talks are progressing, Tehiya’s 
Yuval Ne’eman and the National Religious 
Party’s Avner Shaki on Thursday took the 
lead in submitting a draft bill to the Knesset 
that would effect the release from jail of mem- 
bers of the Jewish underground who were 
convicted of murder. 

Introducing a new nomm in Israel's society, 
which they call ‘security distress,” the bill, if 
passed, would also apply to other Israelis who 
have assaulted Palestinians and would dis- 
charge from prison some 20 sentenced people. 
Moreover, it would also give a free hand in the 
future to people to take the law into their own 
hands and to resort to violence against Arab 
citizens, protecting them against criminal pro- 
ceedings, as long as they could claim that they 
acted under “‘security distress.” 

If anybody still harboured some doubts as 
to the far-reaching changes and dangers a 
nationalist government would heap upon this 
country, this draft bill serves as best proof of 
how real the threat is. The precedents of 
democratic societies which have been turned 
into totalitarian regimes by exploiting parlia- 
mentary procedures for the benefit of non- 
democratic elements are legion. 

The draft bill was signed by members of 
seven potential coalition parties that would 
form a narrow nationalist-religious govern- 
ment, including the Likud’s notorious ultra- 
nationalist Uzi Landau. The nationalist ero- 
sion that such a government would bring 
about in the country was best demonstrated 
by the fact that two ultra-Orthodox parties, 
Agudat Yisrael and Shas, which are quite 
remote from nationalist ideology, joined in 
initiating such a Draconic piece of draft 
legislation. : 

The fact that such legislation would totally 
undermine the basic tenets of any democratic 
society and would make a mockery of the rule 
of law did not seem to bother its initiators. 
Completely ignored is also the Basic Law: The 
President, which accords the president of the 
State the exclusive privilege of granting a par- 
don to sentenced prisoners.

tion. Likud MK Ehud Olmert fed a number of 
other Likud dissenters on this issue by stating 
that this intolerable draft had no place in 
Israel’s lawbooks and that he certainly did not 
intend to vote for it. 


It could very well be that this initiative by 
Tehiya and by the NRP had in fact strength- 
ened Mr. Shamir’s inclination to prefer a 
broad coalition that would include the Labour 
Alignment to a narrow government majority 
in the Knesset which would put him under 
ongoing pressures from both the ultra-nation- 
alists and the ultra-Orthodox. Mr. Ariel Shar- 
on’s firm demand to form a narrow, Likud-led 
nationalist-religious coalition has probably 
only served to move Mr. Shamir the other 
way. 

Likud Minister Moshe Arens yesterday 
adopted a most conciliatory tone towards the 
Alignment and expressed his conviction that if 
talks between both parties were resumed 
agreement was within reach.

has taken a similar line amidst reports that the

The study, by Dr. Doreen Kimura 
of the University of Western Ontar- 
jo, shows women perform signifi- 
cantly better in verbal fluency and 
fine-motor muscular control when 
their estrogen and progesterone lev- 
els are high. The, study also showed 
that women’s ptt to ody ee 
spatial concepts is enhan - 
er hormone levels, she said, adding 
that similar patterns probably occur 
in men, whose sex hormone testos- 
terone fluctuates daily. 

Kimura tested 200 women during 
their menstrual cycle and post- 
menopausal women on estrogen-re- 
placement therapy. She compared 
their spatial cognition and verbal 
and motor abilities during times of 
peak and low hormone levels. 

The levels rise and fall during the 
course of a woman’s menstrual cy- 
cle. The peak estrogen phase begins 
just before ovulation and extends 
until a week to 10 days before men- 
struation. A drop in honmone levels 
occurs during menstruation. 

Spatial tasks which Kimura tested 
involved identifying a shape in a 
complex pattem. Tongue-twisting 
sentences tested verbal skills, and 
fine-motor tasks included rapid 
changing of hand postures. Men 
generally do better on such spatial 
problems, but women on average 
score better on the verbal and fine- 
motor tasks. 

In the low-hormone phase, it 
might take a woman three seconds 
longer than during her peak level to 
repeat a tongue-twister correctly. 
Kimura said her study supports the 
idea that male-female cognitive dif- 
ferences are influenced by sex hor- 
mones acting on the brain. She is 
now studying how nien’s abilities 
might vary according to the level of 
testosterone. 

She believes there may be optimal 
times for women to perform certain

The Bank of Israel last week 
nudged forward the process of fi- 
nancial deregulation by announcing 
an easing of the rules governing the 
distribution of directed credit. 


Directed credit is a system of gov- 
ernment-controlled loans, mainly to 
exporters and in foreign currency. 
which is aimed at making more capi- 
tal more vheaply available to manu- 
facturers than it would otherwise be. 
Although the government deter- 
mines which kinds of borrowers are 
elisible and how much each one 
gets, as well as the terms of the 
loans, the resources are those of the 
commercial banks, and the risk at- 
tached to the loans is also that of the 
lending banks alone. 

Under the new rules. which go 
into effect January 5, those borrow- 
ers who are eligible for directed 
credit will be able to receive their 
loans not only from local banks. as is 
the current practice, but from for- 
eign banks or from the overseas 
units of Israeli banks. ἔπ this event, 
Isrzeli banks will act as agents for 
the forcign banks, who would pro- 
vide the resources. 

The pricing of the directed credit 
will also change. Instead of the ex- 
isting rule which fixed a ceiling of 


on directed credit 


London inter-bank offered rate, or 
Libor. plus 2%, which had effective- 
ly come to be a flat rate for all 
directed credit. the Bank of Israel is 
instituting a two-tier structure. 

The basic interest rate on these 
loans will now be Libor plus 1%. but 
there will be a “risk surcharge” that 
will vary from one customer to an- 
other, in line with the quality of 
each borrower, of up to 2%. In oth- 
er words, the range of interest 
chargeable will be from Libor plus 
135 to LIBOR plus 3%. 

This is intended to make the pric- 
ing system more responsive to mar- 
ket forces - competition between 
banks here, and between local and 
foreign banks — as well as allowing 
the banks to factor in varying levels 
of risk. 

Other terms of the loans, includ- 
ing their duration and conditions of 
repayment, have also been made 
more flexible. 

The Bank of Israel sees these. 
changes. which are patterned on 
changes made earlier this year in 
directed credit to the diamond in- 
dustry, as part of a gradual ongoing 
process of reducing the extent of 
bureaucratic regulation and inter- 
ference in the allocation of credit to 
business. The declared aim is to al- 
low greater choice to borrowers and 
more rational lending by banks.

CAIRO (Reuter) — Egypt's foreign 
currency shortage will continue for 
some time despite a $1.6 billion rise 
in hard currency earnings in 1987- 
1988. Prime Minister Atef Sedki 
said yesterday. . 

Sedki, presenting his policy state- 
racnt to a new session of the Peo- 
ple’s Assembly, said hard currency 
camings rose to $11.3b. in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, compared with 
$9.7b. the previous year. “But the 
bottleneck is still there and the 
problem will remain for a long 
time,”' he said, departing from a 
written text. 

Sedki said earnings from exports 
including oil in 1987-88 rose 43.5% 
over the previous year to $3.3b. He 
gave no figure for imports. Remit- 
tances from expatriates tripled to 
$1.5b., he said. Government offi- 
cials estimate more than three mil- 


Other major foreign currency 
eamers were revenues from Suez 
Canal tolls and tourism. 

Sedki said he was confident an 
increase in exports and tourism 
would gradually ease the shortage. 
He said more efforts should be ex- 
erted to encourage Arab tourism, 
which accounted for 18% of visitors. 

The prime minister said Egypt 
was negotiating with the World 
Bank for loans worth $600 million to 
boost agricultural, industrial and en- 
ergy production. 

He said talks with the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund (EMF) on a sec- 
ond agreement were continuing. 
This would let Egypt reschedule 
debt payments falling due between 
last July 1 and the end of 1989. 

Egypt's total foreign debt is esti- 
mated at $43b. Payments to service 
the debt, due from last July 1 to the
